The beautiful baby has been 
home but six weeks since her 
birth. She is suffering from gas- 
troenteritis, a tender stomach. 
Twice doctors at Children’s had 
to insert a tube into the child’s 
heart for hyperalimintation feed- 
ing. This procedure is designed 
to sustain life until the infant 
can tolerate oral feedings. A 
combination of protein, vitamins, 
dextrose, minerals, and other ad- 
ditives, mixed in the hospital 
pharmacy, is fed directly into the 
blood stream. 

On Dec. 4, doctors decided to 
try one-quarter strength breast 
milk in oral feedings. Erica re- 
sponded. well and now consumes 
up to 36 ounces a day of full- 
strength breast milk.

Albany Rules To 
Raise Dogs By 


John Sawers, Albany Animal 
Control Officer, calls the follow- 
ing rules to the attention of local 
dog owners: 

When walking your dog, the 
animal must be under voice con- 
trol and in sight, Your pet must 
be on a leash if it is not voice 
trained, or if you are under 14 
years of age. 

It is against the law for any- 
one in control to allow a dog to 
commit a nuisance on public or 
private property, with the excep- 
tion of in a gutter. 

Dogs running at large in the 
City of Albany, without proper 
control, shall be impounded by 
the Animal Control Officer. 

Incessant barking by an unat- 
tended dog, or prolonged barking 
between the hours of 10 p.m. 
and 8 a.m. (10 a.m. on Sundays), 
is deemed a public nuisance. 

‘All dogs, four months of age 
or older, must be vaccinated 
against rabies and must be li- 
censed. License must be worn 
at all times when outside the 
owner’s home or enclosed yard, 
so the dog may be identified if 
it is lost or strays into a neigh- 
boring area or city. 

Anyone in violation of the Al- 
bany dog laws may be cited into 
court, or in case of repeating 
offenders, referred to the District 
Attorney’s office for further 
action. 

The Animal Control officer 
says: “Enjoy your animals, but 
give your neighbors a break by 
controlling them. Clean their 
areas daily and control their 
barking.”
